These are important questions th at 
are current every day of the year be­ 
cause milk and butter are requisites 
in the food supply of every fam ily 
and the total in money cost of th e 
milk, cream and 
butter 
consumed! 
within this county in one year, if ac­ 
curately known, would amaze many 
persons by its magnitude. 
The facts are th a t P ettis county 
does not produce enough milk and 
butter to supply the home 
demand 
when, in reality, we should be export­ 
ers of both. 
All of the many dairy 
experts who have visited this county 
concede th at it is admirably adapted 
to successful dairying and th at be­ 
cause of our excellent home m arket 
and 
shipping 
facilities, 
dairying 
should be one of our m ost profitable 
industries. 
Then why is our local supply of 
dairy products inadequate 
to 
the 
home demands? 
There are several reasons, chief of 
which is' the inferiority of the gen­ 
eral average cows used 
for 
dairy 
purposes. 
Instead of being profitable 
producers, a large majority of them 
are of the “boarder” type of cow 
that do not produce milk and butter 
to nay for their keep. 
Other reasons for the shortage of 
home-produced milk and butter are 
the dofetcive and unbalanced rations 
on which many dairy cows are fed 
and the antipathy of so many persons 
to “do the 
milking.” 
lf 
anyone 
doubts the latter let him try to hire 
men who are expert milkers and will­ 
ing to care dor cows—lie will find 
that type of helper an exceedingly 
scarce article. 
Do you own and personally “oper­ 
ate” dairy cows? 
lf so, do you pos­ 
itively know that they dou’t belong 
in the “boarder” class? 
Unless you 
have kept a systematic and persis­ 
tent record of their production and 
have tested theai* product—as wrell 
as kept tab on the amount and worth 
of the food consumed, you don’t know 
whether your cows have paid 
for 
their keep or not—in other words, 
your dairy’ business is run on the 
“guess so” system which, 
by 
the 
way, is the almost universal system 
in vogue. 
In proof of the fact th a t there are 
cow’s and cows in dairy usev and 
that it pays to weigh and test their 
milk, Mr. Lee M. Gentry, living about 
four miles cast cd this city, has one 
Holstein cow' in his dairy herd which 
in a continuous daily weighing test 
of 51 days, yielded an average of 55 
pounds of standard (legal) milk a 
day. or almost seven gallons daily, a 
total of 2805 pounds or 350% gallons 
of milk in the 51 days, ai the end of 
which she had been in lactation SO 
days.

How many “average” or “boarder” 
type of dairy cows would be required 
to yield a profit equal to this one 
cow? 
Prof. Frazier, of the Illinois

Paris, Nov. 8.— The problem of in­ 


ternationalizing 
weights 
and 
mea­ 
sures was discussed at the filth Gen­ 
eral Conference of the Metric Sys­ 
tem, which has just finished its sit­ 
tings in Paris. 
Since the last con­ 
ference four years ago some dozen 
important countries have adopted the 
compulsory use of tile metric sys­ 
tem. 
Among 
them 
are 
Denmark, 


China, Japan, the five republics of 
Central 
America, 
Bulgaria. 
Chili. 
Uruguay and Siam. 
Other countries 
seem inclined to follow, and in the 
opinion of M. C. E. Guillaume, of the 
directorship of the French bureau of 
weights and measures, “ there is no 
doubt that the universal adoption of 
the metric system in its entirety is 
only a question of years.” 
Modern industrial 
methods 
have 
completely 
revolutionized 
the 
work 
of the metric conference. 
W hereas 
formerly it was 
chiefly 
concerned 
with the length unit, 
it 
has 
now 
widened its scop** to include all the 
measures used in science and indus­ 
try resulting from the discovery and 
application 
of 
electricity, 
wireless 
telegraphy and the general use in in­ 
dustry of delicate scientific processes 
of all descriptions. 
Samuel W . Stratton, director of the 
national 
bureau 
of 
standards 
at. 
Washington, and member of the inter­ 
national committee 
of 
the 
metric 
I 
conference, said: 
“ The importance 
of the work of the conference lies 
not so much in the system of mea­ 
surements adopted, but in the gener­ 
al agreement on what is meant by 
any given measurement. 
Unless this 
agreement is arrived at it is impos­ 
sible to reproduce, internationally or j 
nationally, processes w’hich have been 
{once established. 
For instance, how- 
j ever accurately a given length unit 
j is cut. it w ill vary with the tempera- 
! ture, and it. is of supreme import- 
j ance in reproducing a delicate pro- 


I cess, to know whether 
the 
given 
J length unit is to be used at zero de­ 
grees or at the 
ordinary 
working 
temperature. 
“ It is also imperative that an agree­ 
ment. be reached as to exactly what 
is meant by a heat measurement as 
applied to different metals and other 
substances.” 
A third important work undertaken 
by the international bureau is the es­ 
tablishment of gauges for measuring 
heat and cold far above the ordinary 
temperatures, necessitated by the use 
of electricity and liquid air. 
It is of 
great importance to be able to mea­ 
sure as far as 170 degrees below' and 
some 2,000 degrees above zero, and 
these measurements 
doubtless soon 
will have to be greatly increased. 
One American electrical firm has al­ 
ready asked me to establish an ac­ 
curate means of measuring heat up to 


3.500 degrees.

Can flowers feel pain? 
This is a 
question to which French physiolo­ 
gists are giving much attention at the 


present time. 
M. L. Cnassaigne believes that they 
can and do.

mimosa plant, he exposed it to the 
action of heat 
The leaves writhed 
as if in pain. 
A simple mechanical 
effect, say the skeptics; a proof of 
sensibility, says M. Chassaigne, since 
it does not take place if the mimosa 
be anesthetized. 
If the vase contain­ 
ing the mimosa is placed in a glass 
globe with a piece of cotton impreg­ 
nated with chloroform or any other 
volatile anesthetic for half an hour. 
the foliage becomes wilted and the 
plant has all the appearances of be­ 
ing in a deep sleep, 
lf it be now’ 
subjected to the action of heat* it re­ 
mains unaffected. 
The plant no long­ 


er suffers. 
M. Chassaigne has

kinds of plants. * but always with the 
same result. 
“ It Is maintained,” he 
says, “ that plants do not suffer pain 
because they have no nerves.

knew' is now a full fledged baseball 
club owner. 
William S. Devery—yes, 
it’s Big Bill Devery—is now the pow­ 
er behind the throne in the Jersey 
City club of the International league. 
Devery’s 
career 
has 
been 
one 
abounding wtih interest, and it is not 
so very long ago that his name was 
on the tip of everybody’s tongue. He 
began as a patrolman in New York 
and worked himself upward until he 
became “Chief of Police Devery,” of 
New York, during the famous admin­ 
istration of Mayor Van Wyck—in Lie 
late 90’s. 
His entry into baseball dates from 
his acquaintance with young Thomas 
A. Fogarty, a fan of the dyed-in-the- 
wool variety, when they 
met 
one 
summer at Far Rockaway beach on 
Long Island. 
Fogarty, then a youth­ 
ful 
graduate 
of 
Fordham 
college, 
talked baseball with the chief by the 
hour. Flank Farrell, head of the New 
York Americans, is also a close friend 
of Devery, and it. is believed the for­ 
mer cop bought stock in the Yankees 
ag his first baseball venture. 
Seeing then that there was a likely 
field for both employment and invest­ 
ment of capital in Jersey City, Dev­ 
ery, wealthy and retired, decided to 
“get in on” the Skeeter club, and 
bought out Hugh McBreen, who had 
previously 
been 
business manager 
for the Boston Red Sox. Devery paid 
112.500 for this stock, half of the to­ 
tal issue, to give his young friend. 
Fogarty, a chance to show' that lie 
could carry his baseball 
ideas 
to 
financial success. 
Next he learned 
from James J. Liilis. president N^f the 
club, that the Skeeters were heavily 
in debt and he (Lillis) refused to pay, 
so Devery dug $7,000 deeper into his 
jeans and wiped out the liabilities. 
But the club was losing money, 
playing to empty stands 
at 
every 
game after dropping into last place, 
so the “Chief” decided to get a con­ 
li oiling interest 
in 
order 
to 
run 
things differently. 
He made up his 
mind to buy enough of Lillis’ stock to 
make Fogarty president, so he dug 
down again and altogether has put 
himself $30,000 in the hole to estab­ 
lish his position in Skeeterville. 
Fogarty, now' the 
club 
president. 
has persuaded Devery that the only 
way to make money in Jersey City is 
to build up a brand new' team. 
So 
“Big Bill” has promised to stand by 
and put up all the jingling coin nec­ 
essary to make the venture * finan­ 
cial and artistic success. 
In the old political days, Devery 
made famous this remark, “Touchin 
on and appertainin’ to that matter I 
refuse to talk.” 
This has been his 
policy in the baseball matter up to 
the last few days. 
The next question is as to who will 
manage the Skeeters next year. 
One 
guess would be that Mike Donlin, now 
a member of the club, and at present 
a member of Johnny McGraw’s tour­ 
ists. ought to make good managerial 
timber.

able to secure an excellent idea of 
the final appearance of the stadium 
as it will be thrown 
open 
to them 
for the Yale-Harvard game late 
in 
the autumn of 1914. 
The stadium, which will be of the. 
sunken type, simiar to the Syracuse 
University structure, is 
expected to 
seat about 60,000 spectators, and is 
t contracting proposition of consid­ 
e ra te 
magnitude. 
The 
excavating 
work has been completed 
and 
tho 
wall surrounding the entire field is 
well under way. 
More 
than half of 
the thirty-two tunnels which pierce 
the walls for entrance and egress of 
spectators are finished and the struc­ 
ture as a whole is beginning to take 
shape. 
The contracts for the seats 
and finishing features of the stadium 
are ready and will be open for bids 
Fhortly. 
Incidentally, 
the 
term 
“Bowl” is likely to be 
officially ad­ 
opted, since David 
Daggett, 
secre­ 
tary of the committee of twenty-one, 
in charge of the building of the sta­ 
dium, states:

The 
arena in a Roman am phitheater ap­ 
plied only to the area on which the 
shows were executed, and this wa$ 
generally sanded. The name was de­

from

ground. 
“The word ‘bowl’ is an English wmrd 
and seems to me to 
be particularly 
descriptive of this structure, because 
although the' use of the word is va­ 
rious in

applications, 
It was 
originally intended 
to 
apply to a 
concave vessel. 
Inasmuch 
as our 
playing space is approximately twen­ 
ty-six feet below 
the 
level of the 
ground, the space having been scoop­ 
ed out, the 
word 
seems peculiarly 
applicable. The word ‘bowl’ has the 
added advantage of being short and 
suggestive of the general appearance 
cf the structure, looking at it from 
the top down.”
